This application contains tine following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claims 1-8, drawn to a power supply system. 
Group II, claims 9-13, drawn to a method of charging a metal-air converter. 
Group III, claims 14-18, drawn to a vehicle propulsion system. 
Group IV, claims 19-21, drawn to a method of propelling a vehicle. 
Group V, claims 22-24, drawn to an electrically-powered vehicle. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group I 
comprises a fuel supply; which feature is not part of Groups ll-IV. Group V is distinct 
from Groups l-IV because the same includes the special technical feature of the vehicle 
traveling more than three hundred miles before requiring recharging. Group III is 
different than Groups II and IV because Group III comprises all three of the electric 
motor, the metal-air converter and the generator being interconnected. Finally, Group 
IV includes a reconverting of metal oxide to metal fuel by applying an electric charge 
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from an on-board generator to the metal oxide, a special technical feature that is not 
part of Group II. 

3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does 
not distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, 
the election shall be treated as an election without traverse. 

4. The examiner has required restriction between product and process 
claims.
